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Traps For the Unwary. 

The swindler is a perHOii who iuYaria- 
bly iloxifishcs in all great cities, and who 
includes among his Yiotinis the ricli and 
the poor alike. He rtoeoea the million- 
aire merohaut and the poor emigrant 
who aeekrt this laud to better his fort- 
uuei. For maay years he prospered in 
this city, and it was almost impossible 
fo biing him to justice. In nearly every 
caao he would escape the meshes of tho 
law either throngit ijolitical btiuence or 
the power of money. Of late, however, 
he has been hunted iloivn, find veiy sel- 
dom do we hear of during swindlers es- 
uauing with their booty. In order tliat 
thfi iimocent mny be upon th<?j.r gnw.i, 
a few of the traps laid for the unwary in 
, this great city are pxpo.sed further mi, 
■ftU'i if tew instaiifcii oi i:a-iug awindlhi-; 
are ri'L-alled to tlm ml ml of the reader. 

Ou Mi!v '2, IKtii;, 11 man by the name 
of John kii^H, who liiid been engaged in 
business at> u broker in Wall street for 
about sis or eight uiontliH, succeeded in 
obtiiiuiug ?>i>OU, 000 from vurious bankers 
and broker.-! iu the city on forged gold 
cortitieiitK.s apparently signed by tlie 
Continental Bank, Roas gathered iu 
the wiiole sum iu two hours and de- 
camped wth his booty. He was never 
lll•re8t^^d, although d'-teotive.s were im- 
lutiiliately p>it upou liis truck. It was 
alleged at the time Mint the banking 
tirm to which Ro.-s lue-suiit^-il the gold 
certificates at oui o tdi wardcd them to 
the Continental Biuik bj ace it they were 
genuine.and that tho messenger returned 
aud stated that the caahier, after closely 
scrutinizing thorn, hiid pronounced thorn 
lo be good. This statement was .nibse- 
qucutly denied Ijy tiie ni.shier, but at 
any rate tho banking firm sent tho 
certificates tho enine day to the Com- 
monwealth Bank, and they were passed 
tiy the Clearing House in the usual 
manner and the muney paid to the Com- 
monwealth Bank. The Continental as- 
serted 8ul>sequently that tho certificates 
were forgeries, and commenced an action 
for the recovery of the money. In this 
connection it may be stated that the 
signature of the bank teller of the Con- 
tinental Bank, appended to ttio certifi- 
ictttea, \Vfm exeoutod with remarkable 
skill,' and the moat experienced experts 
in the city at Iho time failed to discover 
any dilieronco between the genuine sig- 
naturo and those alleged to have been 
forged. 

A novel case of swindling was discov- 
ered iu 1807, when a man named 
William Martin was arrested for flefraud- 
ing nearly 2,000 merchants of ttis city 
out of variou.s sums of money during the 
space of t)iiie years. It appears that 
Martin, in 18 j8, commenced caU.iug on 
the merchant.^ 'vith ii pnjier puri)ortinff 
to bo a Bubsci iptiou list for tho avowea 
purpose of raising a fund for sick and 
destitute meiubojs of the Insurance Pa- 
trol, at the same time reijresenting that 
ho was author. zed to receive subscrip- 
tions for such fund, and tliiit ho was a 
member of tho Iiisnrance Patrol hiiuself. 
Beside tho merchantH, evei-y hotel, 
baJiking-lioua<-, Hbipping oilloo, cto., UaJ 
been visited at h-ust ouco or tivice a year 
by Martin and stilicited to aid the sick 
and indigent members of tho patrol. 
When arrested there was found on tho 
swindler a 6ulisuiri|>t)oa list eontaiuing 
the names of at least 2,000 merchants 
and other businesa men of this city, with 
iho Buma subscribed by each, aggregat- 
ing fully SIO.OOO.' 

,,. In,the , year 1808 many of the largo 
Vaercnntile houses of this city, whoso 
^•ustomers resided in the distant sections 
of the XTnioa, particularly in the South, 
West and Southwest, were sorely per- 
plexed at being regularly appi-ised that 
cases of goods received by their purchas- 
er« did not at all agree with tho invoices 
acL'ompanying Lliem and that in many 
instances ' morc)iaiicliso of \m inferior 
r^uality had been substituted fov tho av 
ticles bought. At first it was suspected 
thai the steamship and railway oompn 
Dies were guilty of the MTong-doIng, but 
OB the complaints did not seem to di- 
minish the matter was put in the hands 
of the police, who succeeded in placing 
tho blame ui>oa tbe ahouldera of tho 
cartmon who had been Intruatod with 
; the shipping of the goodfl. .ITho latter, 
itwBfl macovered, after reoeivmg the 
coses for Bhipraont in good order, in- 
stead of proceeding to the vessel or 
freight depot, where they could ship

He hired a large strive aiul fitted it up 
in a gorgeous ■ rQaiiner.'' *H6 'then \Vent 
to Stowai-t's-, bought »;bilj.:o{; goods, rop- ■ 
rosonling Jiitnself.-a's » jjloSvly^establisliefl 
merchant who had a liilgu Western timle 
aud who would buy ([unutities of goiiila. 
For these he p.aid cash. His address, 
impudence, etc., iiud the fact that the 
goods were not goins- out of tlie city, in- 
spired confidence, aiicl, when ho re- 
entered tho store a few days after, ho 
could get all the goods he wanted at six 
montlus. He went to all tho„big dry 
goods houses and obtained credit iu the 
same manner, giving his note at fiix 
months iu each cane. The goudu ob- 
tained were immediately sent out West 
and auotioneered ofl'. He did this every 
week', until iu five months ho hud run 
up an account of f roiu SSOOjOOO to SliOO,- 
000. Suspicion was" excited by his 
heavy piu'chases, liis storo was visited 
and found almost eini)ly, and Lagmve, 
having been received ((lolly the next 
doy by his dupes, saw he was discovered, 
-and fled to Canada. 

Among tho swindles that have hooii 
very sticcessful may be raoutioned the 
l)ogu8 eouutorfcit-iuoney manufacturing 
shoiw, Tho principal victims of tho 
Bwindlors ore country people, to whom 
conimunr.catious are sent by bogus Ihms 
in this city otiering to mako them rich 
in a veiy short lime. Tlie swindler 
generally begins by stating thai he 1ms 
ou'hand, ready for circulation, ji. large 
3Um„ in one,, two arid flyWdollar^^lbilis, 
whifch^he' claims are the beslb coiiiltor- 
felts ever put upon the market, nnd 
which he delies even treasury experts 
to detect. Ho claims that' they are of 
tho same size of tho genuine, are printed 
on tirst-clasa paper, aro coi reetly niim- 
bcrod aud ore sd exceedingly well exe- 
cuted in every respect that thoy can not 
I>033ibly bo detected, even by the aid of 
a ijowerful microscope. He thou ofl'ers 
lo sell any amount of tlie bills for ouo- 
tifth the par value of tlie genuine. This 
often takes the eye of i^oiiiitry pebplo, 
who, ia their anxiety to get suddenly rich, 
[lay a visit to the otlice of the bogus firm 
iu this eity. The latter generally consists 
of three i)ersons, one of whom meets the 
victim ,iu the hall and.oft'ers jo.jjo into 
the otliee aria'£St4ho^rrS)'l6|3^ of his 
pvepenco. 'fhe victim is left" for a few 
minutes alone when another poinon 
<-ome8 out and iil(|niies liow much the 
geutlciuau wislu'H, iiiid ttilis him timt it 
would iie\er do to let him go into the 
v.tlice, as they oc-.-npy it in common witli 
a man wild is very siisiucious, but h'e will 
bring him out any iiiuDUut he wishes iin- 
observed. This i.s Katisfaotory, and tho 
scoundrel goes into the ipfliee, luul gets a 
package of pajH-r ubmit tiie si/.u thut 
greenbacks would make of the ivniount 
ordered. The packn.w is fiecurely dono 
up and sealed ^\itl, ;!r: uvm'.i name, and 
this ia (juiekly exchanged lor genuine 
bills, tho victim being cautioned at tho 
same time not to open tho package uutd 
he reaches home for fear of detection. 
As a rule the purchaser obeys the in- 
structions to tho letter, lind is thunder- 
struck when he proceeda to disjilay his 
wealth to admiring friends. It is of 
very little use to try aud recover their 
money, as the "bogus firm" is innccer- 
Bible except to frebh victims. The 
' ' sawdust game" is also used in this bo- 
gus-counterfeiting sohemo. 

.Shop-keepers, liave time and again 
been mado tho victims of swindlers, es- 
pecially females. Among the many de- 
vices to carry out their purpose "was tho 
following ; They always worked iu 
couples and were generally assisted by 
a man. The latter would select a hoiiRO 
that advertised furnished rooms, and. 
going to tho place in tho course of tho 
day, ho would hire rooms for two Indies 
and then inform them of the locality of 
their now residence. Then the parties 
would take a stroll through the prmcipal 
thoroughfares and select il' store to fur- 
nish the material. As soon as every- 
thing was ready ono or both ladies 
■would enter the store and purcliaao iv 
quantity of goods, invariably lacea or 
such light vtuuable materials as could 
easily be disposed of, and give direc- 
tions to tho person from whom the pur- 
chase was made to send them to tho 
house, giving the address. When tho 
omplovo of the store arrived at the house 
with the articles one of the ladies would 
politely receive him in tho parlor, ask 
him to wait a moment while sho was 
showing tho murchimdiso to her sister 
aud husband, and then, taking tho 

goods, tho swindlers would disappear 
•om the. house with the booty, leaving 
tho messenger waiting patiently for his 
cash. 

Tho next swindle to bo meutionpd is 
tho "bogus oxjireaa company." The 
pretended iiianagers of tho couceru 
would comiiii uco by forwarding to mer- 
chants of this city notea puiporting to 
come from diilorisiit parts of the country, 
flskihg fOr all kiuds'ot- goods to bo'ueut 
iiiiincdiately G. 0. D. tliroiigh tlie bogus 
e.xpresfl. Of cnur.se that would bo the 
hist of the merchiindise, as the.Hwindlers 
would sell it and pocket tho YU'occeds. 

Tho pvize.cartdyHwindlo is well-known 
f(i every Now Yorker, ' and nowadays 
very fow puoplo fall viulims to this class 
of siyiiidlte. " It is not, however, an 
many yuax'd ago that ))eoplo of all claasea, 
from the merchant to the street Arab, 
wont ciiizy ever il^ Fortunately, tho 
era/.e was not, iu this city, but bi'oko nut 
in iJioaton, whorw it wily old man miiued 
Flint Penslec .'iiii i i i'dod for duilo a 
while in lloeciug li-e citizous of tho 
" Hub." Ilis uiuhiiei' of operating was 
to sell pipe-stem candy for Ti cents a 
stick.: Each stick was' done up in paper, 
and iusido sonV6iV of Ihom |\ve.w 
checks GutiUiug llio fortunate biiyyr t<i 
v/hatoverpriao wufcumued tlieieui. ^I'lieso 
prizes ranged from (0 ceijts lo 810, and 
occoaionally consisted of o bRrrol of Hour

They would ' opoil an ollico 
on one of the principal streets, fit it up 
handsomely, and when the would-bo ex- 
cursionist called ho would be recciveil 
iu the most courteous manner, and on 
the, payment qf ia. stipulated sum would 
he presented -with a card purportuig to 
give him passapjo up tho sound or elso- 
w'lyro on tho water. The date of tho 
excursion was printed on the ticket, but 
no particular sioiuner or startiug-jdaco 
was mentioned ou the face; but this 
was a matter of aiuall consequence, as 
the goutlemanly projector of tho excur- 
siou informed, -tlio purchasers of tickets 
that tt certiiiu vessel would leave a cer- 
tain pier at a certain time. In many 
instances .several hundred people as- 
sembled on the iJior indicated, and after 
wi.iting for hours for the steamer made 
up (heir niiniis liuit thoy had been 
victimized. 

Another well-v.-orn trap, butwhioh in- 
cludes victim.-* u]) to this very day, is 
tho dead-rehttivt^ swiutllo, in somecases 

■well-dressed yt)niiu' men will manage to 
obtidn on introuiicti.in to their intended 
victims, and alt !i 1 viiig made a gofAl 
impression will ti ;i:tiii e:u- for a tew (lays. 
When they retuni it will be with the "in- 
formation that II iuotb'ji', sister or otUei' 
relative has died .suddenly iu some ro- 
mote place, aud, it being after banking 
hotiro, would tho victim loan sufllciont 
money until tho next day so that tho 
ho.ly couhl lie 1)1 ouglit on to this city V 
On many occaaiou.^i the money is ad- 
vanced, aud the victim sees tho last of 
his chnritftble loan whei; the' borrower • 
leaves his liiiu.se or oflice. 

In other (;iises the bogus bereaved 
persona beg for oiiough to bury tho 
corpse from il(;or to dooi', and generally 
tell of a aicU uiotUer, crippled sister, 
etc., to excite the syuipatliies of tho 
householders. 

The jjoor emigrant is not forgotten by 
the swindler. Ev<?ry device i^ tried to 
lleece him oii't oi the few dollars ho hai 
brought with him to his new homo. In 
some cases they aro coaxed to give up > 
small sums of money ou the pretense cl 
prooiuing employment. The Hbarpers 
get then: money and then send jthem to 
ifoinie factoiy in tho aubutbs, where the ' 
emigrants are, told positions . are opiefl^ 
for tliem. On application at Ithe place 
mentioned, the parties in charge say 
that they do not need any hanite, and 
the emigrants have to return to ' Oaatlo 
Garden minus theii- travehng expenses. 

Emigrants intending to go inland are 
also imposed nixin by those sharks, who 
give them rolls of copper coin in ex- 
chaagft for our paper money or the gold 
coifi 6£'Etif6pean countries. They dupp • 
their victims by a gold piece put on top 
of each roll, which generally contains 
English copper.s. ; ' ' 

The "bogus Custom House olTicer" is 
Unplher swindle which is carried on to 
a.;mreat j^extont. It consists in?4ha as- 
'sm®g$ipi! of iSthe ditties -ana Sghts of 
Custom House officers by a number of 
roseola, who, to work their ends more 
easily, wear bogna badges, precise imi- 
tations of those worn by tho regular in- 
spectors. They follo-w an unsuspecting 
piisaenger who mny be leaving tho ship 
with some small package wlucli iias es- 
caped tho attention of tho regular Cus- 
tom House oflicer, and when he is clear 
of tho dock the swindler approaches him 
and demands to know what ho has got. 
If objection ia made lio shows his biidge. 
This scares the wonld-bo smuggler ; tho 
goods are delivered up and tiiat is tho 
last heard of them. ' Tlio ' passenger 
claims them at the Custom House, but 
(o no purpose. 

Among tho ninny mean swindlers are 
liartiea who ofTor employment lo poor 
men iu other cities, especially in tho 
South, at good wages, on concUtion that 
they pay doivn a small tuim of money. 
In all casesiwhen the time for departure 
comes othe] ,8windle£- hna vanished, and 
some idea of the sufTerings entailed 
iqion tho victims may bo formed from 
the fact that many of thom hatl broken 
uj) their humble homes and laid out 

. tlioir little means in piurohnsing neces- 
saries for the -voyage. 

The bogus-insurance swindler is 
veiy captivating gentlegiMi, who carries 
about with him blank insurance policies 
prepared with the name of some ficti- 
tious iusuranee company, and who calls 
on householders and proprietors of 
stores ofl'ering to insure them on a small 
premium. 

The " check raiser " is well known, 
and luflj IjiusinesB is very extensive. • Ho 
inanngeS'to sell-a smalhcmoiiht of goods 
to a merchant, getting the latter's chock 
in return. Immediately tho doUaru are 
raised from hundreds to thousands, and 
tho swindler collects his money, in many 
instances without trouble. 

Ajaother game is for the sharper to 
visit merbhants'" stores, represent him- 
self as a meg ch nr> t from another city, or- 
der a large amount of goods and then 
have a check for SI 00 or so cashed by 
tho smiling 'nctim. 

Many other swindles could bo men- 
tioned, among them the "mock auc- 
tion," "bogus mine," Gtc.bntof lato 
the authorities have taken tho matter in 
hand, and the work ' is attended with 
great risk, so much so, indeed, that in 
almost every ease of tho kind the swin- 
dler is brought to justice, — Kew Tor/:

It is considcVetl liighly-probable 
that the republican member.-! of the 



liot!'-:t^ will solidly sustain speaker Kci 
fer ill the position taken by bim to day 
in favor of Campbell, and^ioso com 
bined will aUo, it is believed, bo rc- 
inforcedjby.denip^aratic inombers whose 
abhorrence of iMbrnionism will lead 
them to forego the possible advantage 
of embarrassing the republican speaker, 
which is apparently the purpose of the 
opposition led by ex-Speaker Randall, 
so tluit on the whole Campbell's admis- 
sion seems to bo pretty well assured. 

The president's message -was goner- 
ally received with satisfaction and com- 
nieiidntion. Some disappointment was 
oxpressed that he diil not more distinct- 
ly and definitol.y enunciate a policy.

In Ireland he 
was a gentleman and- kept a pack of 
hounds, but he wns in full sympathy 
with the poor peasantry. The inten-

Uenry E. Burrett, sworn — 'Made the 
|)i i.soner's ac(Hiaint,uue coming down 
troiii Yale and he fiiijjyed lodgings for 
witness on arrival here; thoj* were out to- 
gether diirini; the first night in this city; 
. gavi, h;a inirse -.iiid moiioy to prisoner at a 
L'hiiioso liou'io on Fisijard street for safe 
keeping with instructions to return them 
tn witness on the following morning at 8 
o'clock; iiiado several enquiries after the 
prisoner, and searched for him next day, 
but saw nothing more of him till after his 
iirrost by the police. 

Mr. T. Davie here explained his posi- 
tion with regard to the case before the 
court. He had a proposition to make 
w hicli perhaps woulil meet with the ap- 
proval of the court and prosecuting attor- 
iioy and that was that the money should 
be given up to the prosecutor and 
the case dropped. He qi:oted author- 
ities that the prisoner could not be con- 
victed as a bailee. All the i^koaocution 
could do was to proceed agsinst the pri- 
soner for stealing the purse and this arti- 
cle the prosocution could not identify. 

The learned judge thought that the 
cases which had been (juotod by the learn- 
ed counsel wore not identical with the 
case now before the court. 

The attorney general dissented from 
the proposition made by the oounsol for 
Iho defense and argued accordingly. He 
did not think there could bo any difficul- 
ly in this matter; and could not .issent to 
liny composition whatever. 

.^fhe learned judge took this view of the 
case. 

Mr. Davie wished to have his conten- 
tion noted which w.i.a accordingly done. 
He then .stated without any discourtesy 
whatever to the bench he did not see that 
there was any use for him to continue the 
defence fiaither and he therefore begged 
tt> withdraw. 

Evidence in tlie case waa proceeded 
with.

The evidence nf Lena Revers was simi- 
lar to that given before tho police court 
which was to the oU'ect that prisoner wa.s 
.. lit her house on the niglit of the 24th 
Sept. with a roll of bank bills and that he 
wanted to stay there for a week whicli .she 
would not allow him to do. 

Mrs. Jensen waa called to prove that 
her husband, Wm. Jensen, of the Occiden- 
tal Hotel, had been called away to Eng- 
land on iiiqiurtant lin.sine.ss and that in 
consequence he could not attend the as- 
size to give evidence. 

The deposition of Mis. Jensen was then 
put in and read by the deputy registrar a.s 
evidonco for tlie crown. 

The attorney general here remarked 
that the .?50 bills which had been changed 
by Mr. Jensen should have been retained 
by the police autlioritics; and if any loss 
occurred afterwards the partioa (dianging 
these bills, although it aeemed to be a 
.fevere rule, should be the looaers.

OfHcer Hough deposed, to tiniling a 
valise and a roll of blankets belonging to 
the prisoner at Mrs. Godfrey's boarding 
house on Fort street about 10 o'clock on 
tho morning of tho arrest. 

Mrs. Sarah. Godfrey recollected the pro- 
S'jcutor and prisoner taking rooms at her 
house on Saturday the '_'-Uli .Sept. ; prison- 
er had a valise and a roll of blankets 
which ho did not return to got. 

The attorney general reviewed the ovi- 
donce for the proscciui. u. He exiihiiued 
the apparent difUculty raised by Mr. T. 
Daviu and contended that the crime 
charaed against tho prisoner was that of 
stealing anil should he dealt with accord- 
ingly, lie eertainly was the bailee in the 
matter and as sueh he was lesiioiisible to 
the prosecutor. The ease was really a 
very clear one and there was no necessity 
for occupying the time of the court and 
jury; the fact that the prisoner was •ju- 
doavoring to evade justice by trying to 
get to a foreign country was ii proof of 
guilt. The prisoner had made no at- 
tempt to account for the money in his 
possession and tho inference must be 
drawn that it was not his, but that it be- 
longed to tho prosecutor. 

The learned juclgo rectipitulateil bliu 
charge ami tho evidence laid before the 
jury. Ife would not try to iiiqirove upon 
what iiad been laid before tho jury by the 
learned attorney general in wl eh ho en- 
tirely coincided. The manner in which 
the case had been handled by the police 
was a most creditable one and worthy of 
great cotumendationt' It was always ti 
difficult matter to trace money, but in this 
case that had been done in a piaise worthy 
inamu'r. Tho law was explained to tho 
jury and the conclusion was adduced 
that the prisoner was guilty of converting 
this money to his own use. It was not a 
case of two men being on a spree and 
afterwarda a giving up of tho money hand- 
ed over from one to the other; but the 
prisoner retained iiosscssion of the money 
and endeavoreil to get oul of the eoiintry 
with it. The juiy he thought would have 
no hesitation in coining to a decision in 
tho case, but they, however, were the 
judges of facts and would llnd according- 
ly. I'erhaps it would not he iioceHsary 
for them to retire, but if so tho evidence 
should be laid belorc them. 

The jury without leaviiif^ their [ilaces 
rotm uod a verdict of guilty and were un- 
aniiui>nsly of the opinion (hat the maney 
received .should In? returned lo tlie i>ro.se- 
cutor. 

The learned judge here o:\lled the pro- 
aeculot and made a few remarks of cau- 
tion and advice in returning the reec)V- 
ered money to him. 

Court then adjourned till 10 a.m. f>n 
Monday next. 

Slarlno Disaster. 

Intelligence reached t<n\.i yesterd.ay 
shortly after noon that the barque '"Jlst 
Jlay," Capt. Lund, was on the rocks near 
Rocky Point, opposite Race Rocks light- 
house. Tho ateaniers Etta White .iiid 
Beavr immediately got up steam and 
proceeded to the assistance of the strand- 
ed vessel. Upon reaching her they found 
that she was already half full of water 
and later in the afternoon she was quite 
full. It appears that sho had been for 
two d.ays boating up the Straits without 
the assistance of a pilot, although the cap- 
lain had kept a signal Hying for one, and 
eatly yesterday morning she was struck 
by a heavy squall. In tacking she missed 
stays and became unpianageablo. Being 
then near tho rocks two anchors were at 
once lot down, but the rooky nature of 
the bottom prevented them from holding. 
She therefore continued to drift and 
struck aternforemost at a.m. Tho rud- 
der was at once carried away, but the ves- 
sel did not conimonco to fill till several 
hours after sho grounded. Her position 
is a most precarious one, especiallyahould 
a south-east gale spring up. From other 
winds sho is comparatively sheltered. The 
captain, his wife and crew arc ashore not 
far from the ship where they have [lut up 
temporary shelter. They will come to 
town probably to-day in one of the steam- 
ers that will go down to the point. The 
"21st May" is a Boston built hanjuo of 
830 tons register. Sho is owned by Capt. 
Martinas, of Valparaiso, and has been IjO 
days out from that port. She was bound 
for Port Discovery to load lumber and 
came up in ballast. Capt. Lund does not 
know whether the vessel is inatired or 
not.

It 
is not to be expected that such lodgings 
should bo made luxuriously comfortablo, 
but in, all. conscionca.tbe^poor- wretches 
should bo supplied with something to 
keep them from the inclemency of winter 
weather. Blame in this respect attaches 
aomowherc and the sooner sucha reproach 
is removed the be|.t9r f oi^-tho, gaol author- 
ities a'rid'for tho'g6od'''nani(i'of'the i-ity.

\vaa put to the prisoner, when he replied 
that, when he committed the oU'enco, lie 
waa under the intlucnco of strong feelings 
and li(]nor at the .same time, and did not 
know what ho was doing. 

His Lord.ship, in addressing him, said 
lie was e.xtreiiiely sorry to see a young 
man of prisoner's ap^)earance, in that po- 
sition; that ho had given the case very 
careful consideration, and, in order to 
perfectl}- understand tho ease, ho had 
consulted the inagiatnitcflnstothuprevioua 
chnraetor of prisoner; the ruconimoiula- 
tion ti> -jieroy of tlie jury had <iuo weight. 
His Lordship then dwelt on tho heinoiia 
character of tho case; the attempt to de- 
bauch the wife andtheu to tell the hus- 
band, in hor preacnco, of her infidelity. 
Tho subsequent procuring of a pistol and 
the reckless attempt to murder the wholo 
family, and the wounding of the woman 
that ho prutemled to love. His Lordshii) 
soizod tho ojiportunity to impress upon 
the pri.ioncr and all those like llimsulf, 
\vho eamo fioni the adjoining Ropublicto 
obtain eiuploymeut on the public work.i 
in this I'rovince, that they would iiol bi- 
allowed ilie impunity that had where 
they came from; that the law would bo 
faithfully administorpd if it was necessary 
to send oOO to the penitentiary or hang a 
liko number. Tho prisoner was then 
Bentenced to twelve years in the peniten- 
tiary with hard labor.

Tho prisoner waa eonvietod of :in at-

charged with cutting and wounding an In- 
dian at f^urrard inlet. Tho prisoner 
stated, un the usual i|uesliun being asked, 
that he comniilted the crime in self-de- 
fense. 

His Lord.shiii addressed tho jjrisoncr at 
some length, who, it apimars, was a good 
mechanic, hadaerved inH. Jl. navy with 
credit, and had a wife and family in Eng- 
land, Hi.s Lordship .said that a most for- 
tunate thing for ti e [)ri.sonor was the fact 
that certain ijaper.v which had been sub- 
mitted to him, on behalf of the prisoner, 
were folded in a letter from his wife, who, 
without knowing the cause of his doten- 
tion, or rather making an excuse for him, 
reminded him that the funds he had sent 
her were exhausted, and that she and her 
little ones were impatiently looking for 
his return.

Wo, the Grand .'ui'or.s, in lunking our 
presentment, wish to express our regret 
that the list of cases sent up for trial is so 
large and of .so serious a nature that :i re- 
medy should bo sought for to iiniiipdiate- 
ly leaaon the evil. 

Wo ivish to express our regret that so 
many cases are sent to the higher courts 
which could be aoltlod summarily in the 
lower courts; and we think the liiuf! has 
arri vcd when a Judge of the Supreme 
Court should reside in New Westminster. 
We would also reqominond that a Stipen- 
diary Magistrate bo appointed at the ear- 
liest possible date, the prospect of the

cnie. 'fhoro is no doubt a large porcont- 
age of the eases sent for trial is caused di- 
rectly through intoxicating drink. Thi.s 
applies more directly to our Indian pojiu- 
laticn, wiio bavo no protection against aly 
whiskey selling, our Inilitii liquor law be- 
ing inefUcic'-.t in preventing 'he evil and 
obtaining the ends of justice. We trust 
the (iovernmont will be -phniscd to put 
the ditferent roads and highways leading 
from ihiH city in such a state of repair 
that life, limb and property may safely 
pa.^s over thorn. 

Wo think tho case in tho alroeiotis 
murder of John Calder has boon sadly ne- 
glected and that more exertion should 
have been made to discover tho perpetra- 
tor, and that stops may yet be tnkcii tii 
discover the parties eonceriied. 

That it is expedient an Inspector Ijh iqi- 
pr)intod to inspect tho boilers of the vari- 
ous establishmenta now using steain power 
ill this city and district, so as to prevent 
accidents that may occur through want of 
precaution.

How can tlu> Court expect its orders to 
1)0 oheyoil .ind its authority recogni/.ad if 
writ.s are issiioil and tlien repudiated by 
tho Crown ill that fashion? The settler 
in question was put to verj' serious incon- 
veni<;iico and ox[)ense; but even that is a 
small nKittof, when compared with tho 
consoquonce.s likely to arise from having 
"bogu.i'" writs lloating round bearing tho 
true aignatiiro and seal of tho Supremo 
Court. If those writs wero disobeyed, 
we iiiKigino the Court would not bo slow 
to make the delimpient feel tho full weighk 
of it.s authority. We cannot help think- 
ing that it i.s tho duly of tho Court to 
take cognizance of such an abuse, or, to 
say the very loaut, loose use of its writs, 
ns would api<ear to have been practised 
in the instance refcrretl to.

Pioaoer Society's Diaaor. 

Between -10 and 50 gentlemen, luiioug 
whom were His Honor the Liout.-Govcr- 
nor, Cant. Tatlow, private accretiiryjHou, 
H. M. IJall, His Worship Mayor 'I'unier, 
Conn, lioytl, etc., etc., sat down last eve- 
ning to a suuqituous feast provided by 
mine host of the Telegraph ilotel in his 
usual unexceptionable good stylo. Capt. 
Clarke, tho president of tho society, oc- 
cupied the chair, supported by tiie Lieut. - 
Governor on his right and the JLiyor ou 
his loft. C. .r. Phillip.?, Esq., filled tho 
vice chair. 

After ample justice had been done by 
all prcacnt to the good things with which 
the tables were loaded tho toast list of 
tho evening was commenced with the 
usual loyal one of llerMajcstytho Queoii, 
tho band playing the n;iticnal anthom. 

The next one, which was proposed by 
tho president, was that of Lieut. -Governor 
Cornwall (loud cheers), whom ho .said was 
tho first Liout. -Governor who had honor 
cd the society (great applause) during the 
time that it had been in existence. (Long 
continued cheers.) 

His Honor on rising to respond was re- 
ceived with throe hearty cheors. After 
(juiot was restored His Honor tlmnkod 
thecompany forthoonthusiasticnianner in 
which the toast had been received, and 
remarked that he was pleased to have the 
opportunity of attending tho Pioneer So- 
ciety's dinner. He was proud and de- 
lighted to see so many early settlers who 
so many years ago came to these shores. 
Ho was afraid the hearty manner 
in which his name had been receiveil 
would mako him foci too much elated iiiiil 
perhaps pulled up, and ho must disclaim 
much that had been said in his praise. 
(Cries of no, no, ) He tlnuight it was over- 
flowing good nat.uie on the part of those j 
whom he had known so long on this Pa- I 
cihc coast. It afforded him much gratili- j 
cation to attend this social gathcring(hcar, 
hear,) and ho fully appreciated the objucla 
of such an association. They wore social, | 
charitable and literary, most praisowortliy ] 
in thoir character and tendency, lie w:i3 ' 
surprised in looking around the tables to 
observe hoiv lightly the hand of tiiuu had 
dealt with the old residents of this city and 
province. Health andcontcntinoulaecinud 
to reign amongst them; wJtich spoko vol- 
umes for the salubrity of tho climate of 
this coast. Iiad the climate been other 
than healthy many that wero now moiu- | 
bors of the Pioneer Society would have gone i 
long ago. Tho time will arrive, and that ] 
befor» long when the pioneers of this • 
evening would have to give wnj to a | 
younger generation. They could not he I 
too proud of being termed pioneers. .Soiiio | 
of them aa such had bccti minors and ; 
farmers aiitl stcck raisers, others had | 
been and were merchants and traders; 
and in all those occupations they had had 
the glorious consolation of knowing that 
thoy had paved the way for those that 
wero coming after. (Hear, hear.) His 
brother and himself had arrived here 
in 'G'i and had at once ponnirateil 
into the interior where they had 
lived in peaco and contentment over 
ainco. Ho was glad that thoy had come 
out to this province notwithstanding the 
regret they had felt in leaving Old Kng> 
land and all its charming associations, 
His Honor here ij noted somo vory appro- 
priate lines of the late E. Whyto Mol- 
ville'a, in which the novelist anu poet 
praisca tho enjoyment to bo derived from 
ilia hunting and his hfiuiids. Proceeding, 
he romtirked that all the pioneers had 
come to this province heavily handicap- 
ped by the great distance from tho eaat- 
ern centres of population. It was oxpoa- 
aive tu got iiure and CKponsivo living after 
reaching here. But such a state of afTaira 
is rapidly coming to an end. He had tho 
best possible authority for stating that in 
live years we should havo a railway 
strotcning from cast to west, and that 
would exercise a wonderful iiiflucnco for 
good in the future of the province. Ho 
and the pioneers around him would look 
with pleasure to the years that had boon 
spent in opening up aud developing tho 
resources of the country. (Loud applause.) 
Before taking his scat ho would again re- 
turn Ilia hearty thanks tor the ontliuaiaa- 
tic manner in which his health had boon 
drunk; and aa there wore many toasts to 
propose ho would not further occupy tho 
time. (Long continued applause greeted 
hia Honoron rcauimng his seat.) 

Tho president then called on Councillor 
Boyd to propose tho Legislative Aaaom- 
bly , who on rising said he would not talk 
politics; but immediately commenced to 
culogizo tho loctil govoriinient amid cries 
of no politics, no politics.

Tho people should take moro inter- 
est in those important duties. As ho was 
shortly to retire into private lifo after 
serving his third term as Mayor ho could 
speak of these things with freedom. A 
largo amount of money was raised an- 
nually by the citii'.ons and il was tlioir 
duty to see that it is properly expended. 
A.lmost half tho people did not turn out 
at all on olcclion days. Ho spoko strong- 
ly on tho necessity of commencing a sys- 
tem of sewerage and doing oomothing in 
that direction from year to year instead 
of spending large sums on other things of 
far loss importance. (Hear, hear.) Ho 
looked upon the Municipal Council of 
this city aa of being of more importance 
than tho legislative assembly, and tho 
ratepayers should govern themselves ac- 
cordingly in solecting their ccjuncillora. 

Coun. Boyd also responded on behalf 
of tho Council. 

Tho lateness of tho hour prevents us 
from nublishing any further romarka and 
the subsequent toasts can only bo barely 
mentionod. They wore, the Firo De- 
partment proposed by J\Ir. T. Elwyn and 
responded to by Mcsars. J. C. Wilson and 
C. J. Philllips; Pioneer Society by Capt. 
Tatlow, responded to by Coun, Boyd; tho 
President propnsod Sister Socioliea for 
which Air. Carlo Bosai and Mr. John 
Ross returned thanks. Tho Press pro- 
posed by tho Yice President and respond- 
ed to by Me.ssrs. ]\rar«liall and Jcsaop, 
Gueata of the evening for which Mr. John 
Griffiths and His Worahip tho Mayor re- 
turned thanks. The ladies proposed 
tho President and responded to most foli- 
toualy and humorously by Hon. H. M. 
Ball. 

Several volunteer toasts were drank 
among which were the healths of Sir. 
JamoB Douglas and Mrs. Douglas. Several 
gongs were jdniinibly^reiijdprod by.Meaiii'a. 
Herbert Kw'fV^iOTl{,''pichards,'sr!, hi-

-V jommunication will bo found in an- 
other column complaining of tho small 
amount resulting from the benefit to the 
B. C. Benevolent Society by tho Lingard 
Dramatic Co. Upon enquiry wo ascer- 
tain that tho following are the facts of 
the ctiso. An agreement was entered into 
with .r. II. Turner, Esq., to givo a benefit 
for the above society on tho following 
teniis:Tlio B.C. Society waa to receive one- 
third of the gross receipts, the balance to 
to the expenses of the entertainment. 
The gross receipts amounted to $407 50, 
of which tho Society's share was §135 83. 
Tlic expenses of advertiaing, printing and 
working u|) the entertainment amoinited 
to ?li;i. The company all agreed to givo 
thoir servicea, providing tlieir board waa 
paid for the three days it was neceaaary 
to remain in Victoria in order to give the 
benefit, which amounted to ^4.50, with

The steamship '^''ictoria, Capt. Hay- 
ward, from San Francisco for Departure 
Bay, arrived in Eaquimalt yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

The atcainahip Idaho, Capt. Alexander, 
sailed for San Franciaco at 3 o'clock yea- 
terday afternoon with tho mails, a largo 
number of passengera and tho following 
freight: From Olyrapia, one, ton of mor- 
chandiac; from Tacoma, 278 tons, con- 
aiatliig of 120 bales of hops, 2CGi tons 
coal; from Seattle 291 tons, consisting of 
4792 sacks oats, 3oC sacks potatoes, 182 
packages skins and hides, 183 Larrela 
aidmon, and ID packages merchandise; 
from Port Townsend ten tons and a light 
Victoria freight. 

TiiK Canadian Pacikiu Raii.uoad. — 
Andrew Ondordonk, to whom tlio con- 
tract for building the western end of tho 
Canadian Pacifictranseontinenbil railroad 
was awarded, returned to this city, says 
the San Francisco Chronicle, a few days 
ago from scone of operations. The length 
of roiid required to bo buili, under tho 
contract is 125 miles. Tho route ofTors 
very serious obstacles in so far as speed 
of progress is concerned; on account of the 
high precipices which have to be crossed 
and tho general rocky naturo of the coun- 
try, requiring for tho greater portion to 
bo shelved .md gallcried. About 60 miles 
of the line have been gradod, and at loast 
20 miles ironed. Tho cost of constructing 
a mile is 3160,000. Tho force of white 
laborers at present employed in tho works 
numbers about ICOO, with a liko number 
of Chinese. This will incaeaso in tho 
spring to 10,000 men. The whites receive 
$2 a day, the Chinese being paid half that 
amount. Along tho roads stores have 
been openod, where the provisions and 
clothing needed by tho laborer can be ob- 
tained. Boarding houses havo also been 
opened, at which tho whites aro charged 
§10 a month and Chineso $10. The ox- 
ploaivcs are manufactured at the scone of 
operations, all other supplies being receiv- 
ed from this city, England or Canada. 
The contract price for which Mr. Ondor- 
donk is the contractor is §1,000,000. Ho 
expects to complete his contract in about 
three years. The road, though originally 
inaugurated by tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, has been recently turned over to 
the Syndicate. The entire distance is 
4500 miles, and tho road, when completed, 
will bo the longest unbroken lino in the 
world. It will be completed in 1890, at a 
coat of $00,000,000. An effort will then be 
made to control tho Oriental trade, and 
with this end in view a line of steamers 
will bo placed on the Pacific with the 
probability of another to Australia.
